device wherein the pre-amble includes consisting of . 

The term consisting of essentially limits the claims to the elements of the independent 



claims. 
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Claims 1, 5, 9 and 13 recites the limitation "the rope" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 9-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections set forth in this 
office action. 

On page 8, of the specification fig. 1 is denoted as describing three embodiments only 
one is shown, correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 5, and Bare rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Grant. 

Grant discloses a jump rope device comprising: a skipping rope comprising a length of 
flexible material (1 8) with handles swivellably connected to each end. Each handle including an 
elongate portion (at element 22) portions 10, 1 1 transverse thereto at it's outer end. 

The elongate portion is capable of extending between two digits of a hand and wherein 
said transverse portion has two sub portions, one being longer than the other. 

As two the device being T-shaped or tear drop shaped the examiner notes that as broadly 
claimed and absent any claimed criticality as to the specific shape of a "T", the device of Grant 
includes the functionally equivalent components, as claimed and that shape in this inventive 
embodiment is non-critical to the inventive novelty of the apparatus. 

Claims 2, 3, 6, 7, 13, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Grant in view of Fisher. 
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The examiner notes that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
attach the rope to the handle through a swivel ball, in view of the attachment arrangement of 
Fisher.

In regard to claim 3, 6, 7, 13, 14 and 15 note the cup of Fisher Fig. 2. 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 8, 13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schaber 5533952. 

Schaber discloses a device comprising a flexible material a D-shaped handle having an 
elongated portion at element (s) and a transverse portion at or near element 9. 

The elongated portion is capable of extending between two digits of a hand and wherein 
said transverse portion has two sub-portions, one being larger than the other. 

As to the device being T-shaped or tear-drop shaped, the examiner notes that as broadly 
claimed and absent any claimed criticality as to the specific shape of a "T" the device of Schaber 
includes the functionality equivalent component as claimed. The examiner goes on further to say 
that "shape" in this inventive embodiment is non-critical to the inventive novelty of the 
apparatus. 

Note that Schaber is a unitary body. As to the device being manufactured of plastic the 
examiner notes that it is well known in the art and that it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to manufacture handle grips of plastic as a cost effective material of 
which to manufacture handgrips.
